COMMENTS 


Town of Swans Island 
January 1, 1968 to December 31, 1968 


— 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Swans 
Island has been completed for the municipal year ended 
December 31, 1968. The audit included an examination of 
records maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer 
and Tax Collector. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
ASSETS 


The cash balance of $12,658.50 was verified by reconcilia- 
tion of the statement furnished by ‘the depository bank. 


Transactions affecting taxes, tax liens and tax acquired 
property were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled 
with the balances shown on the records of Selectmen. 


LIABILITIES 


Liabilities totaled $9,900.00 and were comprised of 
$900.00 due trust funds, $5,000.00 due on State Aid note and 
$4,000.00 for Fire Station and Town Office. 


RESERVE AND SURPLUS 


The examination of the departmental accounts revealed 
that the net unexpended balances carried forward to the 
ensuing vear totaled $7,683.21. 


At the year’s end the Town had a deficit of $7,825.44 
compared with $5,331.16, an increase of $2,494.28. An analysis 
of this change is shown on Exhibit E. 

TRUST FUNDS 


Principals of the funds at the close of the year totaled 
$7,150.00 and unexpended income amounted to $450.01. The 
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examination of trust fund transactions revealed that earnings 
of the various funds amounted to $184.15. Expenditures for 
the year totaled $124.04. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions, 


Available funds and expenditures were examined by 
methods and to the extent deemed necessary. 


Reserve and trust fund transactions were reviewed and 
investments examined. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at December 31, 1968 and the results of its 
operations for the year then ended. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF 


Public Health Nursing Services 
IN SWANS ISLAND FOR THE YEAR 1969 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to 
provide nursing service to people at home, at school, at 
work, and in clinics, so that individuals, families and the 
community as a whole will be helped to achieve and 
maintain optimum health. 

Your public health nurse, a member of the staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing, submits the following 
summary of services in your community for the year 1969. 


Due to circumstances beyond our control, child health 
conferences and a school immunization program have not 
been held this year. These will hopefully be resumed in the 
spring along with the tuberculin (tine) tests. 


Audiometer (hearing) tests were given to students enter- 
ing school and any others recommended by the teachers. 


Home visits have been made to expectant mothers, 
infants, preschool and school children. Some of these visits 
have been concerned with those attending special service 
clinics, such as: orthopedic, pediatric, cardiac, epileptic, 
mentally retarded, cystic fibrosis, vision and _ hearing 
defects, speech evaluation, maternal-infant care and family 
planning. These services are available on request of a 
physician. 

Several visits have been made to school to confer with 
teachers about children with special health problems. 


A successful public health nursing program does, and 
should depend largely upon the interest, support and vol- 
unteer work of the local people, individually and through 
organized group effort. 


Your public health nurse wishes to take this opportunity 
to thank Mrs. Wheaton and all the others who participated 
in the health program.

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To the Board of Directors and Citizens of School Admini- 
strative District #76: 


This is the first report submitted to you since Swans Is- 
land has become a School Administrative District. The only 
changes that have been made are those of which you were 
aware at the time of your decision to form a district which is 
to change financial accounting into the office of the Superint- 
endent of Schools. 


The school is receiving much greater use than in the past 
with meetings being held there in the evenings. We are pleas- 
ed to see the school being used and hope this practice will con- 
tinue. Our only concern is that educational materials are not 
disturbed thus making it necessary for the teacher to waste 
time on housekeeping procedures instead of instructing pupils. 


A proposal has been made that a folding partition be in- 
stalled between Mrs. Anderson’s room and Mrs. Williams’ 
room so that larger groups might meet with the partition open 
in one large room. Two thousand five hundred dollars is 
budgeted for this. 


The Parent Teachers Club has done much to help the 
school this year. A few of the things that should be noted 
are: new swings, new tables for serving of meals, purchase 
of magazines for school children, payment of freight on school 
milk and purchase of curtains to cover book cases in Mrs. 
Williams’ classroom. 


The teachers all attended summer school in 1969. Mr. 
Brown attended the University of Maine at Orono. Mrs. An- 
derson and Mrs. Williams attended Gorham State College. 
Each teacher took courses to help him in his ‘area of teaching. 


The school bus is reaching a point of deterioration where 
it is expensive to keep in operation. Two thousand dollars 
has been placed in a school bus reserve fund to aid in the 
purchase of a new bus when it becomes a necessity. 


The rest of the budget is much the same as last year, 
reflecting the same needs for operation as in other years. 
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The front of the building was repainted. Also, two class- 
rooms and toilets were repainted. The furnace has been 
troublesome this winter and has caused concern as to a 
treeze-up. However, through the ingenuity of the school dir- 
ectors, they have started it each time and kept it going. It 
has now been serviced by Ray Plumbing of Ellsworth. 


Tuition is a large portion of this years budget. It is a 
good sign when students are interested in completing their 
education by attending high school. This year there have 
been several high school students abusing the trust placed 
upon them by their parents and the towns people by not at- 
tending school even though they are taking the ferry to the 
mainland. This is a very expensive loss. First, the student 
slips behind in his school work, and second, his tuition is 
paid whe‘her he attends school or not. Each parent should 
cneck the absences on their students grade report which is 
issued quarterly. The school does call the island when a 
questicnable absence does occur to verify absence. However, 
many times it is impossible 'to reach a parent. 


It is hoped that the truancy of students may be decreased.

Gentlemen: 


We propose to give to the Town of Swan’s Island the 
area commonly known as Fine Sand Beach. Involved 
in the gift would be a portion of the ledges on either 
side of the beach and woodland behind the beach run- 
ning back to the Irish Point Road. The exact line will 
be determined by a surveyor which we are about to 
engage. It is our intent in making this gift that Fine 
Sand Beach be retained forever in its current natural 
state. To this end we would include the following 
restrictions in the deed: 


1. At no time will any road or way be constructed to 
Fine Sand Beach. The present footpath will be maintained 
in its current state. 


2. The Town may erect a modest structure in the woods 
and out of sight of the beach for the purpose of toilet 
and changing facilities. No other structures may be 
erected on the land to be conveyed. 


3. The land will not be used for any commercial purpose. 
4. The beach and land will be kept free of litter. 


5. At no time will the land be sold or conveyed by 
the Town. If the Town breaches any of the above 
restrictions, the land will immediately revert to us or 
our heirs. If the restrictions could not be enforced in per- 
petuity, they will run at least for our lives and the lives 
of our now living children plus twenty-one years. As 
partial recognition for the transfer of Fine Sand Beach 
and the forest land, the Town of Swan’s Island will 
reopen and maintain the road to Irish Point.
